Tuggle was an old and feeble minded man, and imprisoned 
for twenty-one years, for manslaughter. Franklin was brought 
to the penitentiary in last stages of consumption, and died in a 
few months, without, to my knowledge, being able to leave the 
liospital, after his imprisonment. Nixon was brought to the 
penitentiary with the disease from which he died. ` t 

The number of patients have not been greater the past two 
years than was mentioned in the last report.. Notwithstanding 
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the increased number of inmates during the past summer the 


convicts have enjoyed an unprecedented immunity from disease : 
of any kind. The autumual and epidemic diséases, peculiar to . 


this climate, and especially to this institution, have been mild in 


their character, and yielded readily to the remedies applied ` 


for their cure. In the opinion of the undersigned, the systém of 


management adopted by Mr. Ward, the past summer, has greatly ` 


contributed to the healthfulness and orderly deportment of the 


men, Most of the old occupants of the hospital are now able 


to perform some police or other useful service, . . 

The proximity óf the hospital to the: cooking department, 
renders it almost useless during the hot weather, and I must 
still insist upon their separation. A ‘hospital should be well 
ventilated, clean and free-from disagreeable odors: 

There are about one hundred and thirty prisoners confined i in 
the building, of whom only five have died during two years; 
from disease and casualties; and when it -is remembered. that 
most of those men were brought to:the penitentiary’ from the 
jails of the different counties with vitiated .constitütions, and 


the lowest moral qualities and habits, it will be seen that the | 


mortuary list is a very small one. ` 
The present condition of the ‘health of. the penitentiary is 


good. Lyons is in the hospital suffering from conspmption of | 


the lungs. Two. cases of typhoid fever, (both. doing well) and 
a few old hangers-on who do police and other duties about. the 
hospital.

the well which was of brick. The dirt and brick were taken out sorne 
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eight or ten feet, when the keeper of the prison became fearful, that i£. 


the loose dirt and brick were removed to the bottom of the well, the 
main wall around the prison might be undermined and serious] y injured, 
as the weil was not more than eight or ten feet from the wall, and abort 
35 or 40 feet deep. Upon a careful examination of the situation and 
condition of the well, and its proximity to the main wall, it was deter- 
mined at once, as the- best policy, to fill up the old well, and dig a now 
one, where it could not affect-the prisón: wall, and it was believed that the 
eld one did. 

Under the direction of your excellency, a contract was made with A. 
J. Ward, esq., the present keeper, ‘under the contract of Messrs. George 
& Robins, to construct and build a cistern within the main walls of the 
prison, of sufficient capacity to contain 40 or 50 thousand gallons of 
water, with proper conductors to carry the water from.the buildings into 
the cistern; and to attach to it a good and substantial engine pump, and 


` three hundred feet of good leather hose; and also, to dig and wall up a 


new well, at the prison, for the consideration of $1,200 00. The well 
and cistern have been completed in accordance with. the contract;, with 
the best inatérials ànd-in'a substantial and durable manner, and: the work 
has been paid for by the state. The cistern and well are sufficient to 
supply the prison in future with a plenty of good drinking water. 

In consequence of a steady increase in the number of convicts in the 
penitentiary, it will be necessary to provide additional cells for their 
security. and safe keeping. Six more cells can be made in the prison' by. 
stopping up a pass-way in the center of the building between the present 
cells, that is of no practical use, and now. serves as a hiding place for the 
more idle convicts, who wish to .dodge from the keeper, to get a chance 
to consult with their fellow convicts,-as. they pass in and out of the 
prison ‘ building. This plan will give two additional cells on each. “story 
of the. prison;-making six in all. , To make these. cells complete, a very 
trifling sum would be sufficient, as nothing. is needed buta small number 
ef bricks and a little mason work, with six iron doors, to render them 
complete for the reception < of convicts. Put if. the i inerease of convicts 

in.the prison for the next. two- -years, should equal the number for „the 
past two years, a much greater. number (an these. six, cells, will be

The convicts-in the penitentiary since my appointment, as superinten- 
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dent, have been well clothed, fed and humanely treated. Their rations 
have been plentiful and of wholsome food.
